Napoleon on the Divinity of Christ. 


[The remarkable conversation of Na- 
poleon while imprisoned at St. Helena, 
with Gen. Bertrand, on the Divinity of 
Christ and the Christian Religion, though 
often alluded to, has seldom been read. 
It is an exceedingly terse and conclusive 
argument, and the circumstances in which 
it was uttered give it additional weight.) 


The conversation at St. Helena very 
frequently turned upon the subject of re- 
ligion. One day Napoleon was speaking 
of the Divivity of Christ, when General 
Bertrand said: 

I cannot conceive, sire, how a great 
man like you can believe that the Supreme 
Being ever exhibited himself to men un- 
der a human form, with a body, face, mouth 
and eyes. 

“Let Jesus be whatever you please— 
the highest intelligence, the purest heart, 
the most profound legislator, and, in all 
respects, the most singular being who has 
ever existed. I grant it. Still he was 
simply aman, who taught his disciples, 
and deluded credulous people, as did Or- 

heus, Confucius, Brahma. Jesus caused 

imself to be adored, because his prede- 
cessors, Isis and Osiris, Jupiter, and Juno, 
had proudly made themselves objects of 
worship. The ascendency of Jesus over 
his time, was like aseendency of the gods 
and the heroes of fable. If Jesus has im- 
passioned and attached to his chariot the 
multitude—if he has revolutionized the 
world—I see in that only the power of 
genius, and the action ofa commanding 
spirit, which vanquishes the world, as so 
many conquerors have done—Alexander, 
Cesar, you, sire, and Mohammed, with a 
sword,” 

Napoleon replied : 

“T know men, and I tell you that Jesus 
Christ is not a man. Superficial minds 
see aresemblance between Christ and the 
founders of empires and the gods of other 
religions. That resemblance does not ex- 
ist. There is between Christianity and 
other religion the distance of in- 

nity. 

We can say to authors of every other 
religion, ‘You are neither gods nor the 
agents of the Deity. You are but mis- 
sionaries of falsehood, moulded from the 
same clay with the rest of mortals. You 
are made with allthe passionsand vices 
inseparable from them. Your temples 
and your priests proclaim your origin.’ Such 
will be the judgment, the cry of con- 
science, of whoever examines the god and 
the temple of paganism. 

“Paganism was never accepted, as truth, 
by the wise men of Greece; neither by 
Socrates, Pythagoras, Plato, Anaxagoras, 
or Pericles. On the other side, the lofti- 
est intellects, since the adveut of Chris- 
tianity, have had faith, à living faith, a 
practical faith, in the mysteries and the 
doctrines of the gospel; not only Bossuet 
and Fenelon, who were the preachers, but 
Descartes ane * Leibnitz and Pas- 
cal, Corneille and Racine, C 
— harlemagne 

“T see in Lycurgus, Numa. and Moham- 
med only legislators, who, having the 
first rank in the State, have sought the 
best solution of the social problem; 
but I see nothing there which reveals Di- 
vinity. They themselves have never raised 
their pretensions so high. As for me, I 
recognize the gods and these great men as 
beings like myself. They have performed 
a lofty part in their times, as I have done. 
Nothing announces them Divine... On the 
contrary, there are numerous resemblances 
between them and myself; foibles and 
errors which ally them to me and to hu- 
manity. 

“It is not so with Christ. Everything 
in him astonishes me. His spirit overa wes 
me, and his will confounds me. Between

The nearer I approach, the more care- 
fully I examine, everything is above me, 
grandeur

lation from which certainly 
is not that s there a pro- 
found whieh> has "treated a 
series of words and of maxims before un- 
known. Jesus borrowed nothing from our 
science. One can absolutely find nowhere 
but in him alone, the imitation or the ex- 
ample of his life. He is not a philosopher, 
since he advances by miracles, and from 
the commencement his disciples worshiped 
him. He persuades them far more by an 
appeal to the heart, than by any display 
of method and of logic. Neither did he 
impose upon them any — ey studies, 
or any knowledge of letters. All his re- 
ligion consists in believing. 

„In fact, the sciences and philosophy 
avail nothing for salvation; and Jesus 
came into the world to reveal the myste- 
ries of heaven and the laws of the spirit. 
Also, he has nothing to do but with the 
soul, and to that alone he brings his gas- 
pel. The soul is sufficient for him, as he is 
sufficient for the soul. Before him the 
soul was nothing. Matter and time were 
the master of the world. At his voice 
everything returns to order. Science 
and philosophy become secondary. The 
soul has conquered its sovereignty. All 
the scholastic scaffolding falls, as an edifice 
rained, before one single word— Faith. 

“What a master, and whata word, 
which.can effect sucha revolution! With 
what authority does he teach men to pray! 
He imposes belief. And no one, thus far, 
has been able to contradict him; first, be- 
cause the gospel contains the purest mo-

I shall ascend to 
the skies; and I shall send to them, from 
heaven, a Spirit who will instruct them. 
The Spirit of the cross will enable them 
to understand my gospel. In fine they will 
preach it; and they will convert the 
world,’ 

“And this promise, 80 
called by Paul, the ‘foolishness of the 
cross,’ this prediction of one miserably 
crucified, is literally accomplished. And 
the mode of the accomplishment is per- 
haps more prodigious than the promise. 

“It is not a day, nor a battle which 
has decided it. Is it the lifetime of a 
man? No! It is a war, a long combat of 
three hundred years, commenced by the 
apostles and continued by their successors 
and by succeeding generations of Christ- 
ian. In this conflict all the forces of the 
earth were arrayed on one side. Upon 
the other I see no army, but a mysterious 
energy; individuals scattered here and 
there, in all parts of the globe, having no 
other rallying sign than a common faith 
in the mysteries of the cross. 

“What a mysterious symbol: the in- 
strument of the punishment of the Man- 
God. Hisdisciples were armed with it. 
‘The Christ,’ they said, ‘God, has died 
for the salvation of men.’ What a strife, 
what a tempest these simple words have 
raised around the humble standard of the 
punishment of the Man-God. For three 
hundred years the spirit struggled against 
despotism, the soul against the body, vir- 
the against all the vices. The blood of 
Christians flowed in torrents. They died 
kissing the hand that slew them. The 
soul alone protested, whlie the body sur- 
rendere2 itself to all tortares. Every- 
where Christians fell, nnd everywhere they 
triumphed. 

“You speak of Cesar, of Alexanfer ; 
of their conquests, and of the enthusiasm 
which they enkindled in the hearts of their 
soldiers. But can you conceive of a dead 
man making conquests, with an army 
faithfal and entirely devoted to his mem- 
ory? My armies have forgotten me even 
while living, as the Carthaginian army for- 
got Hannibal. Such is our power! A 
single battle lost crushes us, and adversity 


“Can you conceive of Cesar as the 
eternal E r of the Roman Senate, 
and from the depths of his mauseleum 
governing the 3 watching over the 
destines of Rome? Such is the history of 
the invasion and conquest of the world by 
Christianity. Such is the power of the 
God of the Christians; and such is the 
7 epee miracle of the progress of the 
aith and of the government of His church. 
Nations pass away, thrones crumble, but 
the Church remains. What is then the 
power which has this Charch, 
thus assailed by the furious billows of 
rage, and the hostility of ages? Whose 
is thearm which, for ei hundred 
years, has protected the Church from so

“Moreover, in propounding mysteries, | 


Christ is harmonious with nature, which 
is profoundly mysterious. From whence 
do I come? whither do go? who am I? 
Human life is a mystery in its origin, its 
organization, and itsend. In man and 
out of man, in natore, every thing is 
mysterious. And can one wish that re- 
ligion should not be mysterious? The 
creation and the destiny of the world are 
an unfathomable abyss, as also is the 
creation and destiny of each individual. 
Christianity at least does not evade these 
great questions. It meets them boldly. 
And our doctrines are a solution of them 
for every one who believes. 

The Gospel possesses a secret virtue, 
a mysterious efficacy, a warmth which 
penetrates and soothes the heart. One 
finds, in meditating upon it, that which 
one experiences in contemplating the 
heavens. The Gospel is not a book; it is 
a living being, with an action, a power, 
which invades everything which opposes 
its extension, Behold it upon this table, 
this book surpassing all others (here the 
Emperor defereatially placed his hand 
upon it); I never omit to read it, and 
every — with the same pleasure. 

Nowhere is to be found such a series of 

beautifal ideas, admirable moral maxims, 
which pass before us like the battalions of 
a celestial army, and which produce in our 
soul the same emotions which one expurien- 
ces in contemplating the infinite expanse of 
the skies, resplendent ina summer’s night, 
with all the brilliance of the stars. Not 
— is oar mind absorbed, it is controlled, 
and the soul can never go astray with this 
book for its guide. Once master of our 
spirits, the faithfal Gospelloves us. God 
even is our friend, our father, and truly 
our God. The mother has no greater 
care for the infant whom she nurses so ten- 
derly. 
What a proof of the divinity of Christ! 
With an empire so absolute, He has but 
one single end, the spiritual melioration of 
individuals, the purity of conscience, the 
union to that which is true, the holiness 
of the soul. 

„Christ speaks, and at once generations 
become His by stricter, closer ties than 
those of blood : by the most sacred, the 
most indissoluble ofall unions. He lights 
up the flames of a love which consumes 
self-love, which prevails over every other 
love. The founder of other religions nev- 
er conceived of this mystical love, which 
ig the essence of Christianity, and is beau- 
tifully called charity. In every attempt 
to effect this thing, namely, to make him- 
self beloved, man deeply feels his own im- 
potence. So that Christ’s greatest mira- 
cle undoubtedly is, the reign of charity. 

1 have so inspired multitudes that 
they would die forme. God forbid that 
I should form any comparison between 
the enthusiasm of the soldier and Chris- 


aptly | tian charity, which are as unlike as their 


cause. 

But after all, my presence was neces- 
sary : the lightning of my eye, my voice, a 
word from me.; then the sacred fire was 
kindled in their hearts. Ido indeed pos- 
sess the secret of this magical power, 
which lifts the soul, but I could never im- 
part it to any one. None of my Generals 
ever learned itfrom me. Nor have I the 
means of perpetuating my name and love 
for me, in the hearts of men, and to effect 
these things without the aid of physical 
means. 

„Now that I am at St. Helena; now 
that I am alone, chained upon this rock, 
who fights and wins empires for me ? who 
are the courtiers of my misfortunes ? who 
thinks of me? who makes efforts for me 
in Europe? where are my friends? Yes, 
two or three, whom your fidelity immor- 
talizes, you share, you console my exile.” 

Here the voice of the Emperor trem- 
bled with emotion, and for the moment he 
was silent. He then continued: 

“ Yes, our life-once shone with all the 
brilliance of the diadem and the throne; 
and yours, Bertrand, reflected that splen- 
dor, as the dome of the Invalides, gilt by 
by us, reflects the rays of the sun. Bat 
disasters came; the gold gradually became 
dim. The rain of misfortune and outrage, 
with which I am daily delaged, has ef- 
faced all the brightness. We are mere 
lead now, General Bertrand, and soon I 
shall be in my grave. 

“Sach is the fate of great men! So it 
was with Cesar and Alexander. And, I 
too, am forgotten. And the name of a 
conquerer and an Emperor is a college 
theme!

xes, casks or hogheads, and imagine 
that this is the greatest of occupations, 
because they so frequently become wealthy 
by the operation; — at genius as 
a shadowy and unsubstantial possession, 
not capable of being itemized, recorded in 
a journal, or carried out in a ledger. They 
consider brains as an unlucky sort of in- 
heritance, and one that does not pay well; 
indeed they have a sort of pity for those 
persons who are particularly talented and 
clever, and ask with an air of commisera- 
tion, What under the sun do these peo- 
ple do to obtain a living?” 

They little know that they are reaping 
the rewards of the very wit and ingenuity 
they despise; they are, in fact, without 
knowing it, pack-horses to carry the bur- 
dens which men of genius have laid upon 
their backs, and they owe all their pros- 
perity to the employment of an inferior 
tact of their own. The rich merchant who 
sells cotton goods, is after all, indebted to 
the poor artist who invented the machine 
which weaves and spins his commodities. 
W hose ideas are those which fill with vol- 
umes the shelves of booksellers and pub- 
lishers, who give the paper-maker 2 
employment in the fabrication of the pages 
on which thought is to be impressed. They 
are those of men of genius and study, who 
in the elaboration of a great, a noble, or a 
usefui sentiment, set whole communities at 
work, impel the wheels of industry, and 
change the fate of nations. 

One cannot look around without per- 
ceiving that ideas control the world. There 
is nothing done but it orginated in the 
mind of some refleeting person. Literary 
labors are always of the highest import- 
ance, because they are intimately connect- 
ed with the creation and transmission of 
ideas. The newspaper press, which keeps 
the world in acquaintanceship,is but the ex- 
pression of the minds of those who look and 
think, and give utterance to their thoughts, 
and yet how little is appreciated as it 
should be, that great mental power! 

There are no laborers in the great field 
ol human exertion who deserve more of 
mankind than these laborersin the vast 
and rich mines of thought, and yet there 
are but few of the world’s workers who 
are so illy rewarded, as literary men. Au- 
thorship has been likened to the labor of 
the silk-worm, in which the life of the in- 
sect is exhausted while producing the 
shining threads which others turn to pro- 
fit. May a time speedily come when the 
literary laborer shall be justly appreciated, 
and find reward in pudding as well as 
praise.
